When stains of the kind were found 
on food in former times, they were 
commonly attributed to witches or 
•ame other supernatural agency. The 
bacillus in question, feeding ((ti de 
cowpoalhg material scattered over the 
ground, has been responsible for many 
tules of "bloody rains," which were re­ 
garded as portents of evil happenings 
to dane. 
People In earlier days were less ad­ 
dicted to the habit of bathing than Ii 
now customary, ami sometimes crim­ 
ean spots appeared on parts of their 
persons where perspiration ami dirt 
bad accumulated. 
These were very 
alarming, being suggestive of "bloody 
aweati," but what the sufferer realty 
seeded was a good scrub.—Philadel­ 
phia Ledger.

Building Trades. 
Resolution No. 9 introduced at the

The Open Shop.

and associations that are attem pting 
to have the movement function sui 
cessfully, and in addition to them 
about every kind of private detective 
agency successfully enlisting the larg­ 
er employer to subscribe for their 
services, in the spying and working 
within the unions and among th** 
members, in th hopes that something 
may he tacked upon some one or more 
of their employes, and in the report 
ing “of which they must have some 
thing to show that they are doing 
something.’’ 
From the reports that 
We have seen they are usually lies, 
etc. 
Our advice would be to those 
employers, that a little more tinu 
among their employee would demon 
strate the fallacy of connections with 
institutions of this kind or any others 
that are engaged in this work, as in 
our opinion it is not only dishonest 
to employers, but fails of results, as 
far as the building up of efficient 
organisation, that will insure produc 
tion. 
Even with the above movement on 
the part of the Associated Employer! 
we admire the tact that while it may 
have had ifs effect in many localities 
we know that any setbacks or losses 
that may have been had are but tem ­ 
porary, and assure all that in most 
localities that thy unions are stronger 
than ever, as they realise more than 
ever that only through organization 
can Ute workers begin to hold their 
own, or to partake in any betterments 
that they are justly entitled to. 
And 
while the so-called American Blan, the 
American Idea, the Open Shop, and 
such bunk as individual Liberty, ha:- 
deceived to a very large extent the 
American public, with the assistance 


of the Press and many other mediums 
coming to the office or home, we may 
feel gratified that there are many 
representative mon, as well as asso­ 
ciations that are employers, as well 
as men high In the professions, using 
their every influence to and in behalf 
of labor organizations, as represented 
by the American Federation of Labor. 
This should be an incentive for all 
members of our movement, to take 
the Initiative now that every worker 
(unorganized) be interested in our

Fellow workers, whether this open 
shop drive is

camouflage or 
whether ii 
is to hide and distract 
from the wholesale illegal actions of 
the captains of industry during the 
time of trial and distress that con­ 
fronted the nation during the period 
f th** war, remains for the working 
•lass to solve, and in order to do that 
must put their shoulders to the 
wheel and push onward und upward. 
Labor and the Brees. 
In my report to the Rochester con­ 
vention, under the caption of “ la*bor 
Press,” I said, “I doubt if there ever 
was a time in the history of the Am­ 
erican Labor movement when such 
vituperation was

I think that all will agree that in 
thy short spam of one year, the pub­ 
lic mind to a very large extent has 
been turned against our movement 
through the campaign of misrepre­ 
sentation, vilification and lies, until 
now \vo find ourselves like the corn­ 
ered rat, compelled to fight for the 
preservation of our unions, mid w’tth 
more or less suspicion upon the part 
of many of the members. 
It seems 
to me that now is the time to renew 
our allegiance more strongly than 
ever to the lalior press, and the press 
that is friendly to the aspirations of 
American labor and its forces. 
I recommend that the incoming of- 
ficers be instructed to initiate ways 
and means, whereby ti press bureau 
or some other kind of machinery may 
be set up, that will supply news from 
week to week to all lalwir and those 
friendly papers, willing to give at 
least some space to the great cause 
of labor, in the hope that at least 
there will be a realization on the part 
of th** citizenship of our great state 
that the conditions that wo are going 
through at the present tune, are not 
due to our movement, hut to the pow­ 
erful interests, who have been ever 
implacable opposed to everything that 
tends to bring a little more of God’s 
sunshine into the home of the men 
and women that work, for let it be 
better understood “that labor (the 
trade unionism) stands for something 
higher than our opponents do,” we 
stand for personality and the sacred­ 
ness of human life. 
Reconstruction. 
During tin* early part of this year, 
and when the state legislature was in 
session a conference was called by 
representatives 
of 
the 
National 
Peoples* Reconstruction League, for 
the purpose of discussing proposed 
national legislation, which was being 
talked of in the National Capitol, aud 
asking that some machinery be sot up 
in Minnesota to aid in the work. 
This was done, not because the labor 
movement was not in sympathy with 
such, because it is to ii very large 
extent functioning in that direction 
now and always has, but there are 
many of our people outside of labor 
that could be interested in the work. 
Tho league’s program, if it can be

which as we see it will mean the 
placing upon the backs of those least 
able to carry it, “the workers,” and in 
removing the gross profits tax. These 
are m atters that all can well afford 
to study. 
Represented 
are 
the 
Railroad 
Brotherhoods, American Society of 
Equity and the State Federation of 
l,abor and such organizations and in­ 
dividuals as are in sympathy with 
this class of legislation. 
There are 
no paid officers, in other words, it is 
voluntary, and supported in the same 
manner. We bring to your attention 
these m atters th at all may know that 
everything has b#»*n done to bring 
about many of the progressive laws, 
etc., that it is possible to do, and we 
feel that as much effort as possible 
be put forth, to co-operate with this 
or any other machinery that is set up 
that will tend to \ e e p and bring back 
to the people some of the things that 
have been lost to them, by oversight 
or lack of int**rest. 
Labor Day* 
I feel that before closing this brief 
report, that there is one day in tho 
years, that has been set asale for la­ 
bor, and like everything that we en­ 
joy has had to Ik* fought for through 
every state legislature as well as 
through Congress, the first Monday in 
September, that labor may get to­ 
gether and compare notes of what 
has been done.

MICROBE HAS MADE TROUBLE 


“Miracle Bacillus" Really Quite Simple 
in Operation, but Has Not 
Been Understood.

bacillus"—known to science as ll. pro- 
digioMis. 
in ifs time It bus been re­ 
sponsible for a whole lot of excite­ 
ment. 
In former duys It used to hup|>ou 
one** in u while tlint communion br**ad 
developed on its surface stains of wliut 
looked like blood, 
Tile superstitious 
took it to la* really blood, attributing 
tho phenomenon to miracle. 
Today It is known that such stains, 
which- sometimes appear tai eggs or 
in milk, are produced by a eoiornuik 
lug 
bacterium, 
Incidentally 
to 
tile 
process of feeding upon the substance. 
They merely indicate the presence of 
colonies of a species of bacillus that 
is now- identified, “cultures" of which 
can easily be made. 
When stains of the kind were found 
cm food in former times, they were 
commonly attributed to witches or 
tome oilier supernatural agency. The 
bacillus in question, feeding on de­ 
composing material scattered o \e r the 
ground, has been responsible for many 
tales of “bloody rains." which were re. 
garded as o r i e n t s of evil happenings 
to come. 
Hoople In earlier days w ere less ad 
dieted to tin* habit of bathing 11m ti Is 
now custom ary, mid som etim es crim ­ 
son spots appeared on parts of their 
persons where perspiration and dirt 
had accum ulated.

agency successfully enlisting the la rg ­ 
er employer to subscribe for their 
services, in the spying ami working 
within the unions and am ong the 
members, in th hopes th a t som ething 
may In* tacked upon some one or more 
of their employes, and in the report 
ing “of which they m ust have som e­ 
th in g to show th at they are doing 
som ething," 
From the reports th a t 
we have seen they a re usually lies, 
etc. 
Our advice would In* to thus* 
employers, that a little more tim* 
am ong their em ployes would demon­ 
s tra te the fallacy of connections with 
institutions of this kind or any others 
that are engaged in this work, as in 
our opinion it is not only dishonest 
to employers, hut fails of results, as 
far as the budding up of efficient 
organization, th at will insure produc­ 
tion, 
0\ 
Even with the above movement on 
the part of the Associated Employers, 
we adm ire the fact th a t while it may 
have had its effect in many localities, 
we know that any setbacks or loose* 
that may have been had are hut tem 
porary, and assure all that in most 
localities that the unions are stronger 
th an ever, as they realize more than 
ever that only through organization 
can the workers begin to hold their 
own, or to partake in any betterm ents 
th a t they are justly entitled to. 
Ami 
while the so-called Am erican Blan, the 
Am erican Idea, the Open Shop, ami 
such bunk as individual Liberty, has 
deceived to a very large extent the 
Am erican public, with the assistance 


of the Press and many other mediums 
coming to the office or home, we m ay 
feel gratified th a t there are many 
representative men, as well as asso­ 
ciations th a t are employers, as well 
as men high in the professions, using 
their every influence to and in behalf 
of labor organizations, as represented 
by the A m erican Federation of Labor. 
This should he an incentive for all 
members of our movement, to take 
the initiative now th at every w orker 
(unorganized) 
he interested in our 
movement, and brought into m em ber­ 
ship, and th a t Livery local should take 
the same interest in the educating of 
their mem bership to the real things 
th a t the unions are striving for, r a th ­ 
er than only 
the m atte r of more 
money ami wages, and I say this con­ 
servatively, knowing as I do the finan­ 
cial needs of every m an and woman 
that works. 
But the aspiration of the 
workers is for a g re a te r share of th a t 
which they produce, and it is only 
through 
organization 
in the trade 
union th at we can hope to attain 
th a t aim. 


The open shop will never stabilize 
industry; on the contrary, it can only 
bring strife and discontent, and it is 
th a t that th** organized labor move­ 
m ent is striving to bring about, i. e., 
the stabilizing of industry and in the 
removing therefrom all strife and dis­ 
content, so th a t American industry 
may thrive as well as its workers. 
We have been accused of everything 
imaginable and this since the day the 
arm istice was signed, and 
I think 
sometimes th a t it is to distract a t ­ 
tention from tho real profiteers, and 
to prevent from coming to the surface 
the numbers th a t plundered the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The open shopper points 
to the boys th a t paid the suprem e 
sacrifice, 
on 
th** 
battlefronts 
of 
France, but they never tell the A m ­ 
erican reader th a t there w as one 
millionaire made for every two of our 
boys that fell, and God only knows 
what 
may 
have 
happened 
if 
the 
war had continued for another year 
Fellow workers, whether this open 


shop drive is 
mere 
cam ouflage or 
whether it 
is to hide and distract 
from the wholesale illegal actions of 
the captains of industry (luring the 
time of trial un*) distress th at con­ 
fronted the nation during the period 
of th** war, rem ains for the working 
( lass to solve, and in order to do th at 
all m ust tyut their shoulders to the 
wheel and push onward and upward. 


Labor and the Dress. 
In my report to the Rochester con­ 
vention, under the caption of "L abor 
Dress,” I said, “ I doubt if there ever 
was a time in the history of the A m ­ 
erican Labor movement when such 
vituperation was 
heaped 
upon the 
labor unions of our time by the public 
press and by certain organizations of 
mployers. 
And it is unfortunate 
that a g reater interest is not taken 
by th*.* 
m embership 
in their labor 
labor papers " 


I think th at all will ugrec th a t in 
thy short space of one year, the pub­ 
lic mi ml to a very large extent has 
b**en turned against our movement 
through the cam paign of m isrepre­ 
sentation, vilification and lies, until 
now ‘we find ourselves like the corn­ 
ered rat, compelled to fight for the 
preservation of our unions, and with 
more or less suspicion upon the part 
of m any of the members. 
It seems 
to me th a t now* is the tim e to renew 
our allegiance 
mort* strongly than 
ever to the labor press, and the press 
that is friendly to the aspirations of 
American labor and its forces. 
I recommend that the incoming ol- 
fleers Ik* instructed to initiate ways 
and means, whereby a press bureau 
or some other kind of m achinery may 
bt* set up, that will supply news from 
week to week to all labor and those 
friendly papers, willing to give at 
least some space to tho great cause 
of labor, in the hope that a t least 
there will he a realisation on the p art 
of the citizenship of our great state 
that th** conditions that we are going 
through at the present tune, are not 
due to our movement, hut to the pow­ 
erful interests, who have been ever 
implacable opposed to everything that 
tends to bring a little more of God's 
sunshine into the home of the men 
arui women that work, for let it be 
better understood “ th at labor (the 
trade unionists) stands for som ething 
nigher than our opponents do," we 
stand fin* personality urn! the sacred­ 
ness of hum an life. 
Reconstruction. 
During the early p art of this year, 
and when the sta te legislature was in 
session a conference was called by 
representatives 
of 
the 
National 
Peoples' Reconstruction League, for 
the purpose of discussing proposed 
national legislation, which was being 
talked of in the N ational Capitol, and 
asking th a t some machinery be sot up 
in Minnesota to aid in the work. 
This was done, not because the labor 
movement was not in sym pathy with 
such, because it is to a very large 
extent functioning in th a t direction 
now and always has, hut there are 
m any of our people outside of labor 
thai could he interested in the work- 
The league’s program , if it can he 
carried out, would m ean the saving to 
the American people approxim ately 
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six billion dollars a year, or an av er­ 
age of $57 per capita and $285.00 per 
year for a family of five. 
In this it 
m eant the* prom pt restoration of the 
railroads to unifiet! governm ent op­ 
eration, 
legislation 
to 
control 
the 
m eat packing industry, taxation of 
privileges instead of poverty, control 
of natural resources, universal mili­ 
tary training m ust be defeated, as 
well as the sales or turnover tax, 
which as we see it will m ean the* 
placing upon the hacks of those least 
able to carry it, "th e workers,” and in 
removing the gross profits tax. These 
are m atters th a t all can well afford 
to study.

A 
campaign of the associated em ployers 
to destroy, if possible, our movement 
au d if th a t Was impossible to cripple 
it, reached its height during this past 
year. 
No effort 
was 
spared nor 
opportunity overlooked by various or­ 
ganizations of employers to vilify and 
attack the labor m ovement as a whole 
and all officials connected therewith. 
In view’ of these conditions, it is 
gratifying to be able to report th a t 
the labor movement of our state, w ith 
very ra re exceptions, rem ains intact. 
It would be surprising indeed, when 
we consider the moans a t the com­ 
mand of those organizations opposed 
to the labor movement, if some of 
our weaker organizations did not suc­ 
cumb to the attack, or that some of 
our organizations would lose a few 
cf the weaker members who did not 


to the m em bers of the executive conn 
oil my sincere appreciation of their 
assistance. 


As I said in my rep o rt a y ear ago, 
my work necessarily keeps me in close 
touch with the president of our Fed 
©ration and his devotion to the cause 


schools, colleges mid debating soci- 
t'es, as well as individuals, all of 
which 
have 
been 
complied 
with 
prom pt ly. 
In I la- fu rth eran ce of this work I 
have personally addressed 75 m eet 
ups of various kinds on th** subject 
f “ The 
Open 
and 
Closed 
Shop.” 
These m eetings were of a varied n a­ 
ture. 
Some w ere organizations of 
label-; -ionic civie organizations, such 
is commercial clubs 
and 
and church organizations. 
Every in ­ 
vitation that has provided an oppor­ 
tunity of carry in g our side of this 
fight before tit© public has been taken 
advantage of. 
And I am of the opin­ 
ion that 
w herever 
we have been 
granted an opportunity of presenting 
labor’s viewpoint a large part of the 
m isunderstanding has been removed. 
Spit ndid co operation in this work 
bas been given by local unions and 
central bodies throughout th e state iii 
till1 arra n g in g of m ass m eetings open 
to the public, as well as the distrib u t­ 
ing of literature* 
The activities of 
the St. Paul Central Body m ight be 
bed as a very good example of this 
work as it applies to a local com ­ 
munity. 
The St. Paul Central Body 
organized an Industrial Peace com ­ 
m ittee composed of represntatives of 
•iii the local unions of tbitt city. 
A 
om m ittee under the jurisdiction of 
this industrial peace com m ittee spent 
eight weeks iii personal calls on the 
business men of St. Paul explaining 
the attitu d e of labor and answ ering 
the ch arg es made by the Citizens 
Alliance through the public press and 
Otherwise, 
This com m ittee m et with 
uniform success in this work. 
This 
Industrial Peace com m ittee also sent 


-urre**:; and its careful consideration 
and analysis is recommended to o th e r 
com munities in our H ate who are fac­ 
ing this same kind of an attack by 
the Associated Employers. 
The attack on the organized labor 
movement, masked under the so-called 
open shop cam paign, has only been 
successful where the labor movement 
has not taken up the challenge and 
carried the facts to the public. 
Perm it rn*- to quote the following 
paragraph from an artic !*' by the Rev- 
erend John A. Ryan in the May num ­ 
ber of the National Catholic W elfare 
ro u n d ! Bulletin: 
“ By this time, a1! intelligent p er­ 
sons who have made a m oderate a t­ 
tem pt to ascertain the fa* Is are aw are 
th a t th** ‘open shop’ cam paign is an 
insidious a tte m p t to destroy, or at 
least greatly cripple the labor unions, 
w hether it has achieved any notable 
degree of sucres* in a question th at 
cannot Im* answ ered yet. 
W hat we 
know alread y is th a t the cam paign 
has 
considerably 
diminished 
the 
standing of labor unionism with a 
large section of the disinterested pub­ 
lic, 
This has not been accomplished 
by showing th a t labor unions are u n ­ 
necessary, or by constructive s u g ­ 
gestions of som ething to take their 
place.” 
This expresses the opinion of honest 
students of this question and we m ust 
continue the cam paign of carry in g 
the tru th about the labor m ovem ent to 
th** disinterested public. 
Ami a t ail 
times be ready to answ er the false 
charges and accusation* levelled at 
the organized labor movement. 
I am not at all pessimistic as to the 
outcome of this attack upon our o r­ 
ganizations because I nm convinced 
th a t our m em bership has realized the 
seriousness of the situation and ar** 
appreciating more 
thun 
ever the 
necessity of a closer co-Operation and 
understanding between the individual 
memlwrs, as well us the different or­ 
ganizations, and while we may pos­ 
sibly lose to a slight extent num eri­ 
cally, 
we will, 
in my estim ation, 
have better organizations because of 
this test thai we are now confronting. 
It behooves, however, the officials of 
th*1 labor m ovement, as well as th** 
individual m em bers to be continually 
vigilant and prepared a t all tim es to 
defend their organizations from the 
attacks of this group th a t would de­ 
stroy th** organized labor movement 
so that their profits may is* increased. 
I would recommend, therefore, th a t 
this cam paign, »nso *«r as it applies to 
the state organization and also to the 
local unions and City C entral Bodies, 
be continued even though the c a m ­ 
paign of the Associated Employers* 
censes to la* as active as heretofore. 


Unem ploym ent. 
The question of unem ploym nt and 
its fluctuations has not received L h* 
attention th at it deserves by the labor 
m ovem ent of our state, in my opinion. 
During periods of so-called depres­ 
sion in business, when a large num ­ 
ber of working men ar** out of em ­ 
ployment, we become very much in- 
terested in this problem but when this 
condition no longer exists we a p p a r­ 
ently forget that the prole rn will re­ 
turn a t sonic future date and a solu­ 
tion should la* found, or a t least the 
problem should lie studied in a ra ­ 
tional and scientific m anner and some 
concrete suggestions made to reduce, 
if not elim inate this very pressing 
fratern al I e\ ii. 
W ith the thought iii mind of secur­ 
ing some definite information with 
reference to the extent of unem ploy­ 
ment among the m em bers of our o r­ 
ganizations throughout the sta te du r­ 
ing the past winter, I sent out a let­ 
ter on December 6th to all of the 
local unions of the sta te requesting 
information as to the num ber of m em ­ 
bers unemployed, as well us some 
other questions relative to changes 
in wages and hours of labor. 
It is 


secretary cannot burden the conven­ 
tion with a report of all the details 
and activities of the work of this o f­ 
fice and judgm ent m ust rest with the 
mem bership as it has come in contact 
with the work of the office from time 
to time. 
In closing this brief report, I desire 
to call your attention to w hat I con­ 
sider a very im portant w eakness in 
our m ovem ent and th a t is the lack of 
organization of our purchasing power. 
As trade unions we are continually 
urging upon the em ployer th a t he 
should employ members of our o rg an ­ 
izations but we som etim es forget, in 
the spending of our money, to live up 
to this rule. 
If the total income of 
the m em bership of the 
trade union 
m ovement in Minnesota was spent in 
hiring of union help and the purchas­ 
ing of no article or the doing of any 
the esult would he almost beyond com ­ 
prehension. 
I believe Lie necessity 
work by others than trade unionists 
for such action on the p a rt of our 
mem bership is becoming more and 
mon* ap p aren t, however, as is evi­ 
denced by the 
form ation 
of Idabel 
Leagues for the advancem ent of the 
cause of tire union laliel, shop card 
and button. 
This convention, m eeting at a c riti­ 
cal period in the history of our m ove­ 
ment, has a wonderful opportunity for 
constructive 
work 
and 
I 
have 
an 
abounding faith in the m em bership 
of our organizations th a t they will 
m anitain through 
every 
crisis the 
principles of the 
Am erican 
Labor 
Movement.

the labor movement of our state, with 
very rare exceptions, remains intac 
It would be surprising indeed, wh* 
we consider the means at the com 
mand of those organizations opposed 
to the labor movement, if some of 
our weaker organizations did not suc­ 
cumb to the attack, or that some of 
our organizations would lose a few 
of the weaker members who did not 


movement.

ment of Minnesota

gratulated upon the fact that despite

viciousness of the attack 
the 
local unions maintained their organ­ 
izations and to a great, extent, in my 
opinion, are better organizations for 
aving gone through this period of 
ress and storm.

The attack on the organized labor 
movement, masked under the so-called 
open shop campaign, has only been 
successful where the labor movement 
has not taken up the challenge and 
carried the facts to the public. 
Permit me to quote the following 
paragraph from an article by the Rev- 
irend .John A. Ryan in the May num­ 
ber of the National Catholic Welfare 
lounci! Bulletin: 
“ By* this time, all intelligent per­ 
sons who have made a moderate a t­ 
tempt to ascertain the facts are aware 
that the ‘open shop’ campaign is an 
nsidious attem pt to destroy, or at 
least greatly cripple the labor unions, 
whether it has achieved any notable 
degree of success is a question that 
cannot be answered yet. 
What we 
know already is that the campaign 
has 
considerably 
diminished 
the 
standing of labor unionism with a 
argo section of the disinterested pub­ 
ic. 
This has not been accomplished 
by showing that labor unions are un­ 
necessary, or by constructive sug­ 
gestions of something to take their 
lace.” 
This expresses the opinion of honest 
students of this question and we must 
ontinue the campaign of carrying 
the truth about the labor movement to 
the disinterested public. 
And at all 
times be ready to answer the false 
barges and accusations levelled at 
he organized labor movement. 
I am not at all pessimistic as to the 
outcome of this attack upon our or­ 
ganizations because I am convinced 
that our membership has realized the 
seriousness of the situation and are 
appreciating more 
than 
ever the 
necessity of a closer co-operation and 
understanding between the individual 
members, as well as the different or­ 
ganizations, and while we may pos­ 
sibly lose to a slight extent tiumeri- 
ally, 
we will, 
in my estimation, 
have better organizations because of 
this test that we are now confronting. 
It behooves, however, the officials of 
the labor movement, as well as the 
ndividual members to be continually 
vigilant and prepared at all times to 
lefend their organisations from the 
attacks of this group that would de­ 
stroy the organized labor movement 
so that their profits may Im* increased. 
I wold*! recommend, therefore, that 
this campaign, insofar as it applies to 
the state organisation und also to the 
local unions and City Central Bodies, 
be continued even though the cam 
paign of the Associated Employers’ 
censes to tx* as active as heretofore. 
Unemployment. 
The question of unemptoymnt and 
its fluctuations has not received tile 
attention that it deserves by the labor 
movement of our state, in my opinion 
During periods of so-called depres­ 
sion in business, when u lurge num 
ber of working men are out of em­ 
ployment, we become very much in 
terested in this problem but when this 
condition no longer exists we appar­ 
ently forget that the protein will re 
turn at some future date and a solu­ 
tion should be found, or at least the 
problem should be studied in a rn 
tional and scientific manner and some 
concrete suggestions made to reduct 
if not eliminate this very pressing 
evil. 
With the thought in mind of secur 
ing some definite information with 
reference to the extent of unemploy 
ment among the members of our or 
ganizations throughout the state dur­ 
ing the past winter, I sent out u let 
ter on December 6th to all of the 
local unions of the state requesting 
information us to the auntlier of mem 
hers unemployed, us well us some 
other questions relative to changes 
in wages anil hoars of labor. 
It is 
regrettable that in answer to this let­ 
ter only 164 replies were received 
Twenty-eight unions in Minneapolis 
reporting; 
forty 
in St 
Paul und 
ninety-six outside of the Twin Cities. 
Such meagre information, of course, 
is of no value. 
I urn of the opinion 
that the Federation should take some 
steps to secure this information at 
certain seasons of the year. 
It this 
could h«* done, a careful analysis of 
these figures, for say a period of five 
years, would bi* very valuable in a r ­ 
riving at some definite and practical 
solution of this problem. The ratio of 
organized 
workers 
to 
unorganized 
would also bt* valuable information. 
The facts pertaining to this sub­ 
ject cannot be obtained without the 
active co-operation of all the local 
unions of the state. There can be no 
question in the minds of any one of 
the importance of the subject, and if 
the problem is to be solved at all, iii 
my opinion, it must be solvd by the 
workers themselves finding the solu 
tion. 
I therefore recommend to this con­ 
vention that som steps be taken either 
through the appointment of a special 
committee with definite instructions 
to the executive council to begin at 
once the gathering of these statistics 
and the making of a scientific study 
of this very pressing problem. 
Conclusion. 
It is, of course, apparent that your 


with the work of the office from time 
to time. 
In closing this brie? report, I desire 
to call your attention to what I con­ 
sider a very important weakness in 
our movement and that is the lack of 
organization of our purchasing power. 
As trade unions we are continually 
urging upon the employer that he 
should employ members of our organ­ 
izations but we sometimes forget, in 
the spending of our money, to live up 
to this rule. 
If the total income of 
the membership of the 
trade union 
movement in Minnesota was spent in 
hiring of union help and the purchas- 
ng of no article or the doing of any 
the esiiIt would he almost beyond com­ 
prehension. 
I believe the necessity 
work by others than trade unionists 
for such action on the part of our 
membership is becoming more and 
more apparent, however, as is evi- 
ienred by the
